The Monument. 
The work has beentwo years in progress, 


The sculptor is R H. Parks, 
and the result of his work is more than satis- 


factory. Thestatue is of bronze, M% feet 
high, and cast in a single piece. Fi! o 
History and Justice adorn the pedestal. The 
process of wax molding in one piece is an an- 
cient art, lost three centdries ago, and only 
rediscovered within a generation. Now it i 
only practiced at the Royal Foundry in Rome, 
where this statue was cast,and at a foundry in 
Florence. The clay model, which was the 
work of five nionths, weighed when com- 
pleted 13,000 pounds, and the statue weighs 
more than twice as much. Four months were 
consumed in the process of casting. The ped- 
estal is of granite, Imported from the Bavano 
quarrles la Italy., This stone ts ofa light 
coral tint, and bas been used for some of the 
famous statues in Europe. The base is 29 feet 
long by 21 feet Wide, and is laid in three 
courses, each one about 12 inches high, rising 
like steps to the die lu the center. 

On each side of the monument a niche. 
That in front bears the only inscri 1 on the 
monument—the singie word ‘‘Hendricks,’’ 
chiseleag in the stone and finished with gold 
leaf. Below the nameis a bronze wreath of 
oak and laurel leaves nearly three feet in 
diameter. It was cast at the Royal Foundry 
in Rome, where molding is carried to the per- 
fection of art, and where it ls not uncommon 
to use natural leaves or flowers as models, 
This particular wreath was exhibited in Paris 
where a gold medal was awarded It, — 
„where Mr. Parks bought it for the decoration 
of tbis monument. Above the niche. which is 
thus adorned is a United States shield in 
bronze, with a spray of iaurel falling across it. 

In the niches to the north and south are the 
figures already mentioned of History and Jus- 
tice. They are about two feet in height, and 
like the statue which stands between an

Delaney, Thirteenth, aad D. J. Allen, Four- 
teenth. The new members ot the committee 
are T. J. Ryan, A. M. Allen, Geo. T. Dunn, 


B. P. Bailey and T. J. Delaney. As was ex- 
pected, the old officers were elected without 
opposition. 

They are O. C. Maffitt, Chairman; Joseph A. 
Brown, Treasurer, and R. F. Walker, Sec- 
retary.

Mr. J. D. Horn of Leicester has added a 
new game to the already long list that has 
been placed before the public during the last 


few years. In lawn crooketta there seems to 
be the elements of success, as players will find 
pienty.of skill necessary, and also there isa 
certajm amount of exercise required.

House. 


O-MORROW a vote 

will ve taken on the 

Merchants“ Exchange 

on the proposition to 

authorize the Real 

Estate Committee to 

offer the sum of $300,- 

000 for the Planters’ 

House property. 

There is no — that the property can be 

obtained for this figure, as no overtures have 

been received from the stockholders, but 

there isa general impression that the mem- 

bers of the Real Estate Committee have an 

understanding with theowners of the property 

and feel confident it authorized to offer this 

sum that it will not be refused. On this point 

both those in favor of the purchase and those 

opposed to it are agreed, neither party be- 

Hewna that the owners will decline to sell at 
the price named. 

ARGUMENTS FOR THE PURCHASE. 

There is nota little bitter feeling between 
those who believe that the vote should carry 
and those who are oppossed to its passage. 
The Real Estate Committee published a long 
circular, stating reasons which they believed 
should induce the members to vote for the 
purchase. The opponents have as yet pab- 
lished no correspond ingeard, but are actively 
disoussing thé matter on the floor and in the 
streets. Those who advocate the purchase 
state that Fourth street property is now lower 
than it will ever be again, and tust a suitable 


lot can be bougbt now ata cheaper rate than 
at u later date. The proposition of the own- 
ers of the Chamber of Commerce to sell at the 
par value of the first mortgage bonds is re- 
garded as far too high, and the advisability 
of securing asuitabie site as soon as possibie 
is urgent. Attention is also called to the 
fact that the United States bonds, in which 
the surplus fund of the Merchants’ Exchange 
is invested, not only bear a low rate ot inter- 
est, but are also yearly depreciating in value, 
and itis agreed that it is better to invest in 
advancing property than retain property that 
is steadily declining. 
fHE OPPOSITION 


to the purchase is strong, and ineludes sev- 


eral members of the Real Estate Committee. 
Their argument is that the purchase of such a 
property as me Pianters’ House would be 
a wretched business investment. As 
will be remembered, the property 
Was offered the Merchants’ Exchange 
last fall at 8350. OO and this offer was declined. 
At that time the hotel was occupied and —— 
total rental of the building was between $39,000 
and $40,000. Since the offer of the Planters’ 
House Co. was declined the hotel bas been 
abandoned, entailing a loss of income of 
$29,000 a year. One or two of the remaining 
tenants have secured quarters elsewhere, and 
none have applied for an extension of their 
leases. In eight montbe tbe annual rental of 
the property has diminished from over $39,000 
to about $6,000, and it is predicted that before 
the close of the year that it will have 
decreased to almost nothing. It is regarded 
as most extraordinary that so tremendous a 
failing off in the rental value should be con- 
sidered vy the Real Estate Committee to re- 
duce the value of the property only $50,000 
especially when itis considered that 3350, 000 
was pronounced too high a price when the 
hotel and stores were ylelding nearly $40,000 a 
year. 
THE PRESENT CONDITION 

of the Planters’ House is regarded as an un- 
answerable reply to the arguments of those 
who believe that property in that 
vicinity is advancing. It is urged that a de- 
cline of nearly seven-eighths in rents in less 
thana year isa very peculiar indication of a 
real estate boom. Those who oppose the 
measure are doing a good deal of figuring. 
They point out tbat if the purchase is made 
the Merchants“ Exchange will in the first 

lace lose the interest on the bonds, amount- 

ng to over $10,000 a year; will be liable for 
taxes for nearly six years, and will have very 
little, if any, income from the pur- 
chase. The present lease of the Ex- 
change has nearly six years to 
run, and there is no way of escaping the pay- 
ment. It is argued that when the lease has 
but one or ty. years to run that negotiations 
with the owners of the Chamber of Commerce 
can be conducted with far better chances of a 
successful termination. There is said to be 
no immediate probability of any change in 
the condition of tne Planters’ House, and it is 
argued that its market value will decrease, 
thus enabling the Exchange to purchase for 
better terms ut a later date, if so inclined, in 
addition to saving the interest on the bonds 
and the taxes. A three-fourths vote is re- 
quired to authorize the purchase. Those 
favoring it are fairly hopefal, and those op- 
posing are confident of success: Balloting 
will commence at 10 o’clock to-morrow on 
the floor ofthe Merchants“ Exchange and the 
polis will close at I p. m.

CAUGHT IN NEW YOER. 


Francisce Sapione, the Brutal Murderer 
of a Young Italian. 


Fv Telerranh to the PostT-Thtsrarca. 

NEW Tonk. July 1.—Francisco Sapione, a 
low sized, swarthy Italian, about 5 years of 
age, was one of the passengers who arrived 
yesterday by the steamer La Bretagne from 
Havre, France. He is a murderer and has 
been pursued for several months by relatives 
of his victim and through their instrumental- 
ity he Was arrested last night, The prisoner 


is at present locked up in the Prince street 
Btation. He was captured after a struggle by 
Capts: Thompson and Ward, Detectives 
Savircool and O’Brien la a room on the 
second floor of No. 178 Thomas 
street. The assassination he stands 
charged with took place on February 26 last 
at Villanointhe south of Italy. One of the 
richest men in Villano is Dominico Labella, 
who has a large estate and extensive gardens. 
Dowminico Satanalseed!, a young man, was 
employed as a gardener by Labeifa. Ou the 
day of the tragedy Viacenzo Saplone, the sou 
of Francisco, had a quarrel with the gardener. 
Young Saplone stabbed Satanalseedi in the 
right wrist. The latter when wounded ran 
away. Old Sapione witnessed the encounter, 
and drawing his stiletto he purewed Satanal- 
seedi. The gardener became weak from loss 
of blood, the arteries in bis wrist having been 
severed, and he was soon overtaken by 
Sapione. The latter plunged hie stiletto into 
the gardéner’s abdomen eight times and the 
unfortunate gardener fell dend at the aseas- 
sin’sfeet. Thekilling, which took place in 
broad daylight, was witnessed by a number of 
Italians, but as they were aware of Sapicne’s 
reputation they were afraid to interfere. 
Father and son fled and before the authori- 
ties were warned the pairwereon their way 
to France. They were tracked by the dead 
man’s relatives. The mother of the 
murdered youth wrote tober brother, Michael 
Parche, who resides at No. 105 Thompson 
street, giving bim all the details of the 
Killing. Parche knew that if the fugitives 
came to thie city they would make No. 176 
Thompson street their temporary home. A 
watch was kept on the place and yesterday 
Parche discovered tbat old Sapione had ar- 
rived and was in hiding with his friends and 
that the murderer’s son, Vincenzo, was ex- 
pected in the course of afew days. Parche 
called atthe Prince Street Station last even- 
ing and told the Captain of the murder and 
steps were taken to arrest the assassin. 
Sapione was taken by surprise and made 
some resistance, but was overpowered.

STRIKE NOT YET ACCOMPLISHED. 


The Superintendents’ Meeting Yesterday 
Afternoon and Ita Resalte—More New 

Men te Be Secured—Why the Companies 
Wilh Not Grant the Increase—The 
Strikers Claim Treachery in Their Camp. 


The superintendents of the different roads 
interested held a meeting yesterday to can- 
vases the situation of the East St. Louis strike, 
All of the superintendents were present and 
the meeting was a lively one. They all made 
speeches on the snbject of the strike and their 
sentiments were apparently unanimous on 
one thing. They could not afford to grant the 
increase. This is what they have been saying 
right along, but some of the roads were hith- 
erto rather half-hearted about it and showed 
an inclination to give in, but yester- 
day they were unanimous abont it, 
They could not afford to grant 
the demands of the strikers. Freight is now 
being handled, and the Transfer Co., it is re- 
ported, has over 150 teams at work. 

The superintendents say they are willing to 
grant certain concessions, namely, the rais- 
ing of the wages from $1.25 to $1.40 per, day 
and paying the men 15 cents an hour for over 
time and incomplete days, but they could not 
go 100 a day better, Each Superintendent 
announced to his associates that his road 
would firmly adhere to the agreement. 

A representative of one of the interested 
companies said toa Post- DISPATCH reporter 
this morning: 

THEIR REASONS FOR REMAINING FIRM. 

„We cannot afford to give in to the strikers 
for several reasons. In the first place there is 
the principle of the thing. It a company once 
permits iteelf to be beaten by its employes 
they will ever afterwards have the upver 


band, and will useit, too. All of the power 
of the company would be lost, as the men 
would gain strength and confidence by their 
success. The doubting ones would be pre- 
pared to join the strikers on the next 
occasion and at each following uprising or 
disagreement we would have all the more to 
contend against. It don’t pay a railroad 
company togive in one iota to strikers. I 
had rather spend a million dollars to defeat a 
strike than to pay one-tenth of that amount 
in additional salaries. 

In the second piace, if we should give in 
to the men now striking in East St. Louis the 
men on this side of the river would also go 
outatonce. Just as soon as we granted the 
demands of the Hast St. Louis men we would 
have our hands full of strikes. The men in 
St. Louis would bave a committee to see us 
before twenty-four hours. They would say: 
‘You are paying those men more than you do 
us, and us we work just as hard and just as 
many hours, we want as much as they are 

etting.’ If we didn’t grant their request 

hey would strike also. 

‘*This is the way it would run all along the 
line. Every man would demand an increase, 
and if he didn’t get it they would strike. I'll 
tell you, we can’tafford to give in one bit, 
and you can just bet that we won't, either.“ 

9s it not rather difficult to obtain new men 
to replace the strikers?’’ 

**We have had a little bother because the 
supply of labor in the vicinity of St. Louis has 
been exhausted, but we can get lots of men 
North, It willtakealittietime to get them 
here, but we will soon have all we need. 

AFTER NEW MEN. 

It is reported that the superintendents 
yesterday agreed to share jointly the expense 
of sending a man to St. Paul and Minneapolis 
for the purpose of securing a large number of 
men to work in the freight houses. Accord- 
ing to@he rumor 300 men are to be shipped 
from the North as soon as they can be hiroa 
and they are to be promised frum §1.50 to $2 
per day, with the understanding that they are 
to assist in doing track work if necessary. It 
is expected that the first batch will be shipped 
in about three days via the Burlington route. 

There is sis» a prevailing impression among 
the railroad officials that the old men will 
give in as soon as they find out that the com- 
panies are firm in their resolve to not pay 
more than $1.40 perday. The men doubtiess 
thought that the companies were weakening 
when they agreed to wive $1.40 per day and 
that if they could raise the wages 15 cents a 
Gay they could easliy raise them 10 
cents more. But railroad companies are 
known to berather stubborn after they have 
sald they would not do a certain thing, and 
some ofthe strikers are beginning to believe 
that they cannot get the wages they demand. 
One thing which gives the companies a cer- 
tain amountof confidence that the men will 
come back to work is the ground taken by 
their leader, Felix Bolinski, and a squad of 
his associates, Who have signified a Willing 
ness to accept the compromi<e offered by the 
superintendents. The strikers, however, 
cluim that Bolinsk! has been too easily con- 
verted. They claim he has been urged to 
use his influence with the men to accept 
the compromise. Bolinsk!, however, indig- 
nantly denies any suchastory and says be 
advocated the acceptance of the company’s 
offer because he did not think that they could 
do better. Some of the etrikera also claim 
that Bolinski was admitted to the es of 
the superintendents attheir meeting yester- 
day, and that he exposed all their plans and 
told of their condition, which led the super- 
intendents to act as they did at the meeting.

ASHINGTON, D. C., July 1.—Fitteen years 
ago an attempt was made in Congress to pass 
a federal election lay.

At this time it cannot 
be successfully denied by the most violent 
advocate of the Lodge bill that there was 
more need ef federal electlon laws then than 
there is now.

In 
the House there was every prospect that what 
was known as the Force bill, would pass. At 
that time the speaker’s*chair, as now, was 
oceuplied by a strong man from Maine. 
James G. Biaine was Speaker. At 
a critical point in the heated contest, 
he threw the weight of his power against the 
bill and it was defeated, and he has consist- 


{ ently opposed such legisiation ever since. 


From that time on when Mr. Blaine’s name 
was brought forward asa candidate for the 
Presidency men opposed him, giving as 
their main reason for doing 80, his course in 
defeating legisiation which they believed to 
be for the protection of the Southern voters.

THE SIGNAL SERVICE TELEPHONE, 


It Is Ordered Out Becauce of a Queer Con- 
tract Submitted to the Government. 


The telepbone in the Signal Service Station 
has been ordered out under very peculiar and 
intereeting circumstances. In most of the 
cities of the country no charge is made for the 
telephone in the Signal Station; it is placed 
there by the company as an accommodation to 
its subscribers, but it is paid for In St. Louis and 


about five other cities where the company has 
refused to permit them to be used free. ome 
time ago the telephone year ended and the 
company sent the Government a Very strange 
contract to sign. It was in the usual form, 
but contained a clause probibiting tne use of 
the instrument for the transmission 
of messages concerning the weath- 
er to telegraph or other rival 
lines and to newspapers. What the purpose 
of this inhibition was, no one connected with 
the signal Service could understand. Sergt. 
Hammon, whorececived the contract, sent it 
on to Washington and in due course of time it 
came back with a letter stating that it was 
signed only upon condition that this 
clause should be stricken out. Sergt.

READY FOR THE ENTOMBED. MINERS AT 
FARM HILL 


The Rescuing Parties FPenetrate Into the 
Mine and Find That the Unfortunate 
Men Are All Deasd—Efferts te Reach the 
Bodies Prevented by the Heat and Smoke 
—Two Ladies Drowned. 


DUNBAR, Pa., July 1.—At 4 o’clock this 
morning the opening into the Farm Hill mine 
was completed and the air tested. It was 
found to contain 20 per cent of black damp. 
This, in the estimation of Superintendent 


Hill, is conclusive evidence that none of the 
miners will be found living, At4:l5 a, m. all 
of the rescuing party came out, 
and the huge fans were started to 
drive out the fou! air frum the mine to make 
further exploration possible. The mine in- 
spectors fear that another explosion will oc- 
cur when the mine gas is driven up to where 
the fire is yet burning. At9 o’clock the fans 
were slowed down, and twenty selected vol- 
unteers entered for the purpose of determ- 
iuing the fate oftheir fellows. Volunteers 
were plenty, the greatest difficulty being in 
keeping them outside. It will — de 
late in the day before the rescuing party is 
heard from. District Master orkman 
Watchorn contends that there isa chance of 
finding at least a few of the miners alive. He 
is. however, almost alone in bis belief. 
Thirty coffins have been placed within the 
entry to the mine, and every preparation 
made forany emergency that may arise. A 
corps of physicians, with an abundant sup- 
ply of remedies and restofatives, are within a 
moment’scall. Nothing more can be done 
but wait. Outelde on the hillsides surround- 
ing the pit crowds of men, women and eh 
dren are assembled waiting for the word. 
Rain is falling in torrents, and the watchers 
are thoroughly drenched. This matters not 
to them—their interest and anxiety is so 
gress that they will not leave their places un- 

il the fate of their friends is fin- 

ally made known. 
ALL DEAD. 

11:40 a. m.—Dr. Waker has just stepped 
from the mine and says the miners in the pit 
ofthe Farm Hill mine are all dead. The 
smoke is so dense in the mime ten feet from 
where the wall was broken tnto that no one 
can enter or survive in it.
